The amount of good that resulted 
to suffering humanity from the es­ 
tablishment of hospital* la simply 
beyond our power» to estimate. 
In 
the dark and muidle ages, they were 
the «inly mean» to bring medical and 
surgical aid to the incalculable thou­ 
sands that must otherwise have done 
without it. and died in consequence. 
With all the good that stand» to the 
credit of the hospitals of the past, 
they were not always viewed, a» un­ 
rolled blessing» by the public mind 
Prior to the last quarter of a cen­ 
tury. hospital» were mainly, in fact 
almost exclusively, devoted to the 
poor, They were not supposed to 
offer any great advantage* over com 
fortable home* for the treatment of 
disease or the perf or manee of sur 
gory; they wen* none I**»clean; there 
w as not the careful »c | ui r a tin n *) f 
inmate» into classes, according to 
their ailments, that we have now; the 
nursing was inadequate, often being 
done cut irely by convalescent patient» 
or ignorant and untrained men and 
women w ho ulone could be found to 
do tin* work, the food was often 
meagre and poorlv prepared, and the 
lack of system and orderly methods 
tended to disorder, confusion and 
even d«*s|ialr.

Th** 
explanation m that modern medical 
science, through hospital assistance, 
has reached a §m>int where disease is 
robbed of many of its former terrors 
und surgical operations of even great 
magnitude are done with accuracy, a 
remarkable certainty of recovery, in 
nearly all case», and with freedom 
from anything but transient pain.
